WASHINGTON — President 
Donald Trump intends to lay 
out an immigration proposal 
next week that includes a path 
to citizenship for about 1.8 mil- 
lion undocumented young im- 
migrants in exchange for a $25 
billion border wall “trust fund” 
and new curbs on legal im- 
migration, an administration
